A cniupitign conducted ou the 
lines of "Friendship, Lovij nnd Trutli," 
may he regarded as something novel in 
the doninin of practical politics, but tlie 
meet.in.g here all'onleil no evidence that 
such il eonlest is inipossible — wliile of 
c-oursc every |><>liticiau is ready to ox- 
liihit broad F;iitli, constant Hope and ii 
reasonable measure of Charity. 

.Mr. Downs having thanked the me'Ct- 
ing for the honor of his call to the chair, 
and Premier Turner and Jlr. Munro 
having heeii invited lo tlie platform, the 
I'lirmer was iniinedi.-itely culled upon. 
His re(-epli(in was a very eonlial one, 
and the audieiu-e then settled itself for 
a careful (-onsideration of everything the 
honorable gcnth'inan had to say. 

The rreniier first e.\;pros80d tlie ploas- 
ure he felt at incoting, for the iirst time 
in Abbotsford the electors of tlie district, 
and of addressing tliem briefly, .upon the 
ti'pics of the day. There had been niany 
dilllcultics iu the way of his preparing 
ns he would have chosen for tJie iiuH't- 
ing — in fact ho had had little or no t;ime 
in wliicli to study an luldifss, nnd would 
tlieiefore ask the indulgence of tlie- meet- 
ing, lie acknowledged with satisfac- 
tion also tlic meeting here f(n- the tirsi 
time with his opponent in tlie district. 
.Mr. Munro, who n» n much younger nmu. 
luui an experienced nnd practiced jmblic 
speaker, Iiiid sinnewhnt the best of tlie 
[ilatform work. As for liimself. said the 
Premier, he might be said to have enter- 
ed upon p(dilics lute in life, for although 
he liad always felt a lively interest in 
the affairs of the province, as everyone 
should, it was not: until about 1"-! yc-irs 
ago that his [Kditical career proper miglit 
be said lo have coiiimencetl. Prior to this 
lie bad been a business man, a pioneer 
business man of the province in fact, 
and had given his attention and time to 
business. When at the solicitation of the 
people of Victoria he had gone into pub- 
lic ftCfnirs as tlieir roproaontntive in the 
legishiturp, it was with no thought of 
continuing in tlie harness— he had coii- 
templated merely lilling a gap for a brief 
period and then retiring again to conimer- 
ciiil life. Much to his own surprise he 
had been invited by the late Premier 
Kobson to enter his cabinet, jmd while 
doubtful at the time if his partniM-s in 
England would consent, had been en- 
abled to ncceiil. luiil had ii'iiuiined active- 
Iv identified witli the goveninient of the 
country ever since tlint time. It -would 
be seen from thi.s outline of his career 
that h^> was not, nor did he aim to be, a 
Ijiditiciau so mueh as a plain man of 
business. And as a iiiatter of fact he 
liad about come to the conclusion that 
what the country needed was perhaps 
less p(ditics and more business. (Ap- 
plausc.J 

Xum'erous attacks had been mr.de of 
late? upon himself and the govermnent, 
and tiiesi? he i>rocoedeil lirst of all to 
deal with, while pointing out the abso- 
lute impossibility of conduetiug any gov- 
ernment without making opponents. In 
no way *lid 'l government ' accumulate 
opponents faster iH'rhaps than through 
the iiliing of appointments in the civi.l 
service, for for every public position 
there wore usually about fifty applicuiits, 
and naturally 49 of the .10 thereafter 
considered [themselves unfairly ti-eate.l. 
The only way for the govermnent to do 
.'u such cases was as they had and would 
do so long as ho was at the head of af- 
fairs—fill all oIlicoH with strict imparti- 
ality, having regard only to fitness, and 
wlierc? other conditions w-ere favorable 
giving the prefeieiice lo tliose wdio had 
assisted iu tlie upbuilding of the coun- 
try. No more sensi'lcss cry had ever 
been raised by the opjiosition than that 
the ranks of th(> civil service in British 
Columbia were being constantly recruit- 
ed from iiinong tlie "Englisli dudes." 
Personally he certainly did not plead 
guilty to being an "L3ngiish dude," al- 
though 111? was proud to say he was an 
lOugliMlinmn,. and equally proud to claim 
Canada as his adopted country. (Ap- 
plause).": -The persistent cry of the oppo- 
sition' with regard to the "dudes" in the 
civll;"Ben"ice had led him not so very 
iong'^ingo to amuse himself with a test. 
"Bnglisli knickerbooker dudes" Iiiid been 
tlie cry, und so -\vithout saying il word 
to anyone lie had one day assembled the 
members of the Htaff and had them pho^ 
tograplied, afterwards obtaining a mem- 
orandum of the history of inicIi. l-'nuii 
IIk; i)hologra|)li it wiis diseovored there 
was only one of the staff attired in the 
iinickcrbockers — and he was a (.'iinadian, 
and one of the very best olllcers of the 
depurtinenl. (Ijuughter). He meulion- 



ed the matter iiieidcntally merely, as 
showing how utterly smnll and picayun- 
ish lire some of the complaints of the 

oppo.sirion. ■ ■ : ■'■ -t ' 

This, however, was a v'ery'minor cry— 
the jrreat complaint was that the counp 
try vvas being ruined by the- o.vtrava- 
gaiice of the govoriinieiit^lliat its credit 
was being imiiaircd and its people bu-r- 
dened with ta.vatioii beyond the power 
of the country to sustain. This was in- 
deed 11 very old cry, u cry the opposition 
had always been sending up, although 
the years going by failed to prove them 
other than false prophets. The cry of 
Mr. ,1. C. Jlrowii through the country as 
long ago as the last general elections 
lad been pitched in precisely the same 
key as to-day— a general predictimi of 
blue ruin, and the declaration thai tin- 
country was going down— down— down. 
It was true that the year previous to .Mr. 
Brown so speaking, in 18'J-1, the revenue 
liiid declined somewhat, but with a verv 
distinct and natural cause, which Mr. 
Brown did not stop to explain to the 
public in his contrasliug of figures. He 
did not stop to explain, as lie should have 
in hunesty, that the decline was the 
result of the rean-nngenient of the hind 
laws, the year before having seen a bill 
become law proliibiting the Hiile of pub- 
lic land e.xcejit in small blocks, land 
BiiiOH having theretofore been a verv 
material contributor to the rovonue of 
the province. The legislation in ipies- 
tioii was wise no doubt, but it had the 
natural, and in fact nnavoidabh.-, e'ffcct 
of reducing tiie revenue, the reci-ijils 
from land sales falling from .f'lKI.dOd 
in 1891-2 to .'>:;i;j,(.ioo in the following 
year. A decline of neariv .fliOO.OUO was 
shown, chargeable to the change in the 
land laws, and yet no honest man would 
think of classing this ns a decline of 
revenue in the sense attempted to be 
shown by the opposition speakers at the 
last general elections. On the contrary 
the revenue prop/cr had grown steadily, 
surely and contiually, iiiouting up from 
.'iSSi.'l.uoo in is<j;i-i to i!!l.;i8;i,000 ill 18!)7, 
or nearly 100 iier cent.; or if we go back 
ten years to LS.SS, in which year it was 
but .fCOS.UOO, the increase is about L'iO 
per cent. And this rise it should be held 
in mind was not s[)asinodic or llnctuat- 
ing. but steady and conlinuous, keeiiing 
pace with and arising from tJie natural 
and bealtliy building up of the province 
ami its industries. (Applause). 

Aiiotlier favorite stateinent of the op- 
position was that the expenditures made 
for public works were not justified by 
neeessitj-, but were for the imrpose o'f 
catching .votes,, and that the e.xix'ndltnrr 
was every year in exces.se of the rev- 
enue. For a contradiction of this it was 
only iiecessao' to go to the public ac- 
counts where everything was plainlv and 
syst<"iiiatically set forth. At lirst glance 
it would apiiear that the claim of the 
opponents of the government was well 
founded, but the deceit would be notc<l as 
soon lis one investigated. To secure tlie 
develoiniu'iit cjf ki gi-eat and vust a coun- 
try with its infinitude almost of re- 
sources, iiiom'y had to be liberally in- 
vested. Ite-alizing this Uie policy of the 
government had been to face the ijuestion 
of wheUier the future of the country was 
to be trustoel— had British Columbians 
suflicient faith in their country to risk 
a liberal e.xiH'nditure for its development 
as a business iiivestjuent, and was tlie 
ci-i'dit of the country sulllcient to sus- 
tain the call Hixm it. For answer he had 
only to iKjint to tin; accomplisbmenls of 
the_ past — in Kooteniiy for e.xanii)le the 
policy of the gOYernment had been pni- 
gressiver-to borrow money in sufficient 
sums to build roads, trails, bridges, etc , 
thereby encouraging settlement and mak- 
ing doyelojiraent possible, with an im- 
mediate return to the country in in- 
cieaswl revenue. When some time prior 
to the last generai elections tlie guvei-n- 
meiit saw the necessities of Kootenay, 
and ttiok nctiiiii to mcH't them and so se- 
cure the speedy and natural development 
of that great district, the cry had gone 
u|) from the rank and file of the opposi- 
tion that the contoni])lated expenditures 
in Ko^ttenay were merely to enable the 
govi'i-nment secure a fresh lease of power. 
Had this Ihh'U an object, the government 
would still have bcH>n justified in going 
abend with tlic- works I'm- they were 
nec-essary, the tide had reaclied its tlood 
in the affairs of the iirovince; it was 
taken and tlie country was going on to 
fortune. The governnieiit had conti- 
dcnce in tlie country; went ahe'ad; iior- 
rowed money for its opening up; and soon 
sinv the wisdom of this course .abundant- 
ly proved. In the expendittire Of moneys 
for public works every effort - had been 
made to secure a fair distribution among 
the districts, altJiough it. should not lie 
forgotten that special requiromonts wore 
present at almost nil times in some dis- 
trict, and ifc,%«-as for the advantage of 
the -whole province to on such (.ccasions 
promote the prosperity of such districts, 
even at an apparently unfair over-cx- 
lieuditure within their borders. For ex- 
auijde, Kootenay was strong in neitluu' 
revenue nor population when the govern- 
r.'.ent realizing it.s possibjiilies undertook 
tin.' construction of roads, railways, etc., 
for the opening iij) of itii resources. At 
this time when the otlnu- parts of tlu' 
province agree<l, through their represen- 
tatives, to contribute for the oiM-ning u|) 
of Kootenay, its revenue contributing to 
the iirovince was only about ?;il),OUO an- 
nually. ,So soon, however, as the result 
of till! expenditures nuu'.e for necH.'ssary 
and d(?sirable ])ublic works began to be 
felt, tlie revenue from Kootenay ->vent up 
with a bound to .'i!'2;i0,000 and still was 
advancing in eiiuiilly wonderful propor- 
tipn. Kootntiy was a bright exnniple of 
the necessity-; of .fostering development 
by tlio carrying on of public works; it 
also evidenced' how the! different sections 
of the, province must igive -and .take for 
the general good, tlie end nntf aim of 
the government being at all times to do

Thus, as 
the great bulk of deposits cousisti of 
sums under; ?l,00O the reduction of one- 
half per cent, will apply to but a very 
small proportion of the-tloatiug debt of 
the Dominion .which, the sayings bank 
deposits constitute, and Mr.,;FieIding'8 
cKtiniate of a largo reduction-, of , debt 
charges for l.SOS accordinglj^-dlS(ippOJirs.

Its Opponents a Very Small Party in. 
the United States Senate. 

AVasliington, .Tune '20.— Discussion by 
the senate, of the question of Hawaiian 
:inne\'ation!--was begun to-day in open 
sossion.'i At- the very , opening of the 
(luestlon f the; ' Opponents of annexation 
(Hiite-^; unexpectedly (scored a point by 
preventing a vote-: on -the taking up of 
tlie resolution. When Mr. Davis, phair- 
ni-ui of the committee of foreign -'rela- 
t^ioiis, called up the resolution, the 'Vice- 
I'resiilent, as usual announced that the 
solution would be considered.* No ob- 
jection being entered, he declared the 
resolution to be before the senate. Mi: 
White then afforded the friends of an- 
nexation the oiiportuiiity they bad been 
awaiting, by moving to adjourn, and 
like a flash Mr. Davis demanded the 
yeas and noes. Them otioii, the vote up-^ 
on wliicli -was a test of strength betv.-eeii 
the friends and opponents of annexation, 
was defeated decisively by 4-t to l.'j. 
Having gained his point iu developing 
the numerical weakness of the opposi- 
tion, Mr. Davis readily agreed- lo a 
motion for an executive session.

•n-hat wus best for the interests of the 
.tyhole province. (Applause.) 

With rcgnrd to the alleged over-oxpon- 
diture of tlif government it wsim very 
ciTonoou.s to Kiippose tluit a new country 
could bo oiu'iu'd up iiiul miulo to llinirish 
•\vitli depL'ndonce only upon tho onliiiury 
revenue. As ii nmttoi' of fiu t it could 
not bo done, luid IJritisli Columbia wus 
obliRCd by the soundest buwiness prin- 
ciples to borrow uion»:.v for public works. 
It was not on tbe other hand true tliiit 
the loans for llie uiakinK of these public 
works hiul been resorted to by tlie Kov- 
enieut to meet ordinary niaiutenanco 
costs. On the contrary the ordinary rev- 
enue liail paid all Renernl ciJst of govern- 
ment and left a considerable balance to 
turn into the permanent public \«rorks ac- 
count. In the period interVcfnluK be- 
tween 1891 and the 80Ui June of the 
present year, the public accounts would 
show that !?4,20t),000 Iiad been expended 
on surveys, roads, bridges, etc., witli 
about JfTli.^OOO paid out in connection 
• with niilwav subsidies, or a total of 
$4,385,000. In the same time only 
?3,39C,371 nett liad l)een, received from 
loans account, so diat in waJity about 
one million dollars had been exiiended 
in public works over and above that bor- 
rowetl under the consolidation loans of 
the period. This surely was a proof of 
good goveruuuMit— if the governni<Mit lia<l 
been able not only to nu-ot all ordinary 
expenses out of current revenue, but pay 
out an additional million dollars on per- 
manent public works. (Applause.) 

"While regretting that it was not pos- 
sible usually to make figures interesting 
the finance minister next passed to a con- 
sideration of the position of the pro- 
vincial credit, urging the most careful 
inquiry into this most important sub- 
jest. He directed attention to the fact 
that prior to 1801, before the first loan 
tinder the new system was raised, the 
province had litwally no credit at all. 
It "(vas true there had been throe loans 
floated, at 7'per cent., G per cent., and 
per cent., respectively, but tb(>y could 
not be counted fairly as public loans 
for the bonds authorized by the act of 
the legislature were simply sold to the 
hanks or insurance companies taking 
them up, but without their being adver- 
tised at all in the open market. At this 
time he had realize<l that a_ radical 
change was desirable for the improve- 
ment of the provincial chordit, and he 
had— knowing something of such mat- 
ters—gone to work to get British Co- 
lumbia securities listed on tlie London 
market on the basis and in the form 
advocated by the greatest financiers of 
Great Britain for all her colonies. Many 
difficulties had presented themselves, it 
:being a brave thing for a young and 
thinly populated province to do to offer 
itself to tlie financial world on the same 
terms as the Dominion of which it was a 
part. Many people had spoken and 
worked hard against the listing of Brit- 
ish ■ Columbia securities, Sir Charles 
Tnpper, who then acted as high commis- 
sioner for Canada, declaring tliat this 
province had no right in the world to 
present such a thing as a 3 per cent, 
loan, this being all that Canada could 
secure. Despite the many obstacles he 
and the government had persisttxl in 
their endeavors authorized under the in- 
scrilied stock act, and had ultimately 
had the satisfaction of carrying through 
the lo.m, getting .$8G net for every >flOO 
and paying only 3 per cent, for the 
money. Even this it could bo seen was 
a great gain, 3 per cent, on $86 being in 
reality only about 3^6 per cent, on the 
$100, whereas 4% per cent had been the 
best possible rate obtained before. The 
loan of 1S91, to be exact, cost 3 5-8 per 
cent., or a fraction over the half, while 
the next loan ofTered by the province to 
the London market, and the one calculat- 
ed to really test the state of the British 
Columbia credit, in 1893, brought .$91 
for the .filOO, tlie money cost being now 
just under H'/j per cent. Then the last 
loan showed still further improvement, 
selling nt 95, and the result was that 
the actual cash received by the treas- 
ury after deducting all expenses cost 
31-10 per cent, for interest. To-day the 
British Columbia loan is called daily on 
the Xjondon market, and listed at 102, 
in limited quantities of course. One 
hundred could be got at any time, so 
that British Columbia is now in a po- 
sition to get what money it requires. 
This steady and satisfactory advance in 
the credit of the province in the great 
est and indeed the only money market 
of the ■world was indisputable evidence 
tlint the financiers of the world, keeping 
their eyes ou the management of British 
Columbia's afEairs,. endorsed the busi- 
ness principles adopted by the govern- 
ment, and were prepared to back with 
their, capital their own opinion of the 
soundness of these principles. The test 
was as crucial a ono as could well be 
imagined, for these money kings did not 
.allow sentiment at any time to enter 
into their calculations, and when they 
advanced, as they had, the credit of the 
province, the position of its finances 
and the development of its rosources 
must indeed he satisfactory. Anotlu-r 
point that had not yet been touched 
upon was with r(-gard to the utilization 
of the sinking fund wliich every half 
year was sent back to trustees of the 
province in England to be invested for 
the faking up of the loans at their ma- 
turity. Of course this money was .not 
to be allowed to lie idle, aiid whenever 
possible the trustees made it a rule to 



invest this money in the other securities 
of tlio province offering on the market, 
so that in this method the province way 
paying off in reality about $95,000 of its 
debt every ijj-ear. This surely was ad- 
ditional testimony to the economy and 
elllcieiicy of the system adopted by tlie 
goveriiiiient and wliich had brought the 
linaiices of the country to their present 
highly satisfactory condition. 

iiaiikiiig at the present time as the 
highest cretliteil of the British colonies 
with the exception of Canada, British 
Oolunibia was to-day in a very difl'ereiit 
position from that occupied a lew years 
ago, being now in a favorable position 
to go ahead, and borrow such sums as 
might be needed for the making of pro- 
ductive and permanent public works by 
which the fostering and extension of pro- 
viuciul . industries, might be continued 
along ' the lines already proved . and en- 
dorsed by the keenest business men of 
the world. The requirements and con- 
ditions of the present time justified fur- 
ther direct advance for the development 
of the province, and consequently large 
expenditures on public works had been 
pr<)vided for in the estimates. The time 
was ripe for action in the country's be- 
lialf, the necessities of tlie day deinaiul- 
ing energetic action, and the credit of 
the province making such possible. By 
the legislation of last session, the govern- 
ment liad been authorizoii to borrow in 
all a sum of five million dollars, and the 
magnitude of this sum was being con- 
tinually dwelt upon by the opposition 
speakers. It should not be imagined for 
a moment, however, that it had ever been 
proposed or intended to obtain or spend 
all this sum at the present. It could not 
be done indeed. Much of tlje loan was 
contemplated to be applied to the foster- 
ing of important railway enterprises at 
a rate of $4,000 a mile, and the assis- 
tance of this character could not be 
granted until the railways had actually 
earned the money b.v construction, the 
benusos not being payable until after 
C( mpletiou of the roads. Thus if the 
railNvays were secured and the develop- 
ment of tlie sections traversed made cer- 
tain, the railway builders receiverl tlie 
piomised aid wjien through the coustrue- 
tion of I be roads the revenue earning 
capacity of the province had increased, 
and vast areas of land had been niiuli,' 
accessible, which, without railways, wen; 
of no use or value to anyone, a" consid- 
erable portion of this .'j;.'.,0()0,OllO loan 
was to he aiiplied to securing construc- 
tion of the Tesliii Lake road to the Yu- 
kon gold fields; a se<-ond portion was in- 
tended for the Victoria, Vancouver 
liastern, connecting the Coast and Uk; 
Kootenays, whoso construction meant so 
much directly to the farmers of the l<"ra- 
ser valley, opening up a direct and high- 
ly profitable home market for tlie pro- 
ducts of their farms. Still another part 
of Uie loan authorized was for wliat was 
generally known as the Bute Inlet sec- 
tion of the British Pacific scheme, a 
piece of road that all parts of the prov- 
ince would be glad to see built and which 
would unquestionably prove beneficial. 
Kveryono -would remember how on tJie 
eve of the last general elections the pub- 
Hi.' looked to the carrying through of the 
British I'acific luoject for the salvation 
of the country, the prospect being at the 
time that the jironioters of the road 
would be successful in carrying it 
through to construction. 'Hie negotia- 
tions had not progressed as anticipated, 
however( and the government had not 
seen its way clear to sanction the jiay- 
iiiciit of the .S2(i0,0()0 per annum re(|uircd 
to secure construction, and lie himself 
had had to face hot opposition in coii- 
seiiuence in hi6 own constituency of Vii;- 
toria. The stand taken by the govern- 
ment had since been admitted to hnv(> 
been sound, however, and those who had 
at the time been the loudest in complaint 
of the government's decision were now 
prepared' to admit that it had been in tiie 
best interests of the province. These 
roads were merely mentioned now as 
showing that much of the new loan wa 
not contemplated to be drawn upon or 
exiiended at present, while the enter- 
prises to be promoted were all for the 
opening up and devolopiiient of the prov- 
ince, so tliat its prosperity might be suli- 
stantially augmented. B(^sides the rail- 
ways, tlie new loan had for its object the 
providing of upwards of a million dol- 
lars oil surveys, roads, bridges, etc.,- re- 
munerative public works that experience 
had shown would immediately iiromoto 
the opening up and .prosperity of tjie 
lirovince. Here the Kootenay oliject 
lesson should never be lost sight of, the 
s.'inie policy of libernJ exp<'ndilure hav- 
ing transformed a comparatively un- 
known iiud inaccessible districts into a 
rich, populous ami prosperous section of 
the province, and in a very short space of 
time bringing up its revenue contribu- 
tion to the province from $30,000 a year 
to more than $230,000. 

This wonderful development of Koote- 
nay had been in a great measure sccurc<l 
through the building of the assisted Na- 
kusp & Slocan road, on which the con- 
tractors had actually lost money al- 
though the late member for Chilliwuclc 
had declared the province had made a 
poor bargain, and the road could havi^ 
been built for .fC.OOO a mile. 'J'he Kaslo 
& Slocan liiK^ had been secured Ihrnugh 
the land grunt system, a system which 
he did not defend, but which in the <.'ase 
in point had jn'oved a profitable invest- 
ment for the province. Up to the .".Otli 
of .June the Nakusp & Slocan line hail 
not cost tlie proviiKM' anything, on ac- 
count in part of the Dominion eoiilribu- 
tion, tjikcn with the •:10 per cent of the 
gross earnings of the road whiih came 
back to the province. That the ljusiiiess 
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Next came the statement by Mr. 
Brown tliat the estimated rate of in- 
crease of revenue was $35,000 a year. 
Now in 1801 Mr. Brown had made the 
statement that the revenue was steadily 
going down, yet in that year it was .f78!),- 
570, while to the ;{Oth .Tune, 1S9S, it will 
he at least ?l,aOO,000, or a total increase 
of .foOl,-!;^! in the four years, of .'fl25,- 
2.j0 per annum. This was bict another 
illustration of Mr. Brown's divergence 
of the road was growing by leaps and 
bounds, conse(iuent upon the develop- 
ment of the tributary mines, was ap- 
parent from the fact that this 40 per 
cent, had grown in a few years from 
.?(i,000 to $18,000, with every indication 
of a yet more appreciable advance. So 
far as this line was concerned it was 
certainly a good investment for British 
Oolumbla. The Shuswap & Okauagan 
on the other hand while it did not show 
quite 80 well financially had been tlie 
means of settling up one (jf the best 
agricultural sections of the entire prov- 
ince •with the right class of poimlation, 
ami when it had been connected with the 
Kootenays by means of the I'entictoii 
lino would also prove a profit earner. 
All till' materials for the cmnstruclioii nf 
this new line would go \\\\ over the S. & 
(.). in a few days, and the conti'iii|ilated 
connection could not but traiisrorin tlin 
road in (luestion into one of the best 
paying lines in the country. (Applause). 
As to the cost to. the province of the 
.Shuswap & Okanagan,it should not be' 
lost sight of that its revenue to the 
province had been materially reduced by 
the insistence of the government for 
light freight rates, which were for tlie 
benefit of the settlers and thus indi- 
rectly returned an even better profit to 
thi> people. The great advantage of 
these roads was not, and could not he 
expected to be, in ri'venue return direct 
to the province but in the settling up of 
the tributary country, and the bringing 
to market of its great resources, both 
mineral and agricultural. No one could 
doubt the wisdom of the building of tl 
S. & O. who had had opportunity of go 
ing through the country traverse 
viewing its magnificent farms, wilh its 
three well-equipped flouring mills, one 
of them a co-operative concern and as 
successful an enterprise as any in the 
country. (.Vpplanse.) 

No country in the world had done more 
for railways to iiromole its development 
than had British Columbia, in proof of 
wlii<'Ii he enumerated the roads making 
up the ri:!0 miles already built or bui 
ing, and inclusive of the Crow's Nest 
Now a total of 1,11J0 miles more had 
been provided for, giving British Co- 
lumbia 1,030 miles of railway In all 
arranged for by the progressive policy of 
the present government. 

Having thus demonstrated the practi 
eal results of the policy of the past, the 
Premier declared that it was the present 
policy of the government to continue 
the development of the country by the 
same energetic system of promoting pro- 
ductive public works. In their argu- 
ment against this policy, the opposition 
speakers and writers had a very clever 
trick of pointing to the public accounts, 
land saying that here it would be seen 
' that the government were spending hun- 
dreds of thousands yearly in excess of 
the rovemie of the country. A lirst 
glance at the accounts might not d_ 
close the deception, for of course whejj 
works of magnitude were undertaken 
their cost went down with a less sum a 
revenue on the other aide. But this w.as 
no sign that poor business jirinciples 
were being followed bythe government, 
or that the country was aiiproaching 
bankruptcy as claimed by so many of 
the blue ruin prophets of the opposition 
If a business" man found that by borrow 
ing a sum of money he could greatly 
improve the revenue earning capacity of 
Ills business, and his credit enabled him 
to borrow the reciuired sum .-it a low 
rate of interest would anyone dispute 
his wisdom in making the loan and in 
vesting tlie proiM'eds in his business'. 
Of course the investment for the fir.st 
year or so would show unfavorably in 
his books while at lh(> same time it 
might be the wisest and safest invest- 
ment he could iiossilily have made. .\nd 
to answer another argument of the op 
position having negotiated the loan 
would the business men of any sense 
lock it lip in his safe rather than in- 
vest it and have the item ap])ear as a 
debit on his books? The principle' was 
the same whether applied to the business 
of the individual or tlie country, and 
whoa inquired into, the arguments <rf the 
opposition in this regard became the 
veriest nonsense that a sane man c(nild 
talk. 

'J'o turn now to the (Titics of tlie gov 
ci-nment who had most recentlv been 
talking to the eleetor.s, he noticed in the 
I lines of Victoria that ".\lr. ,1. C. Brown 
the oppoMition candidate in New West- 
minster city, delivered an interesting ad- 
dress to the electors last .Saturday and 
in the course of it gave a summary of the 
financial condition of the province re- 
sulting from the Turner government's 
manipulations. The Columbian t.rnlv re- 
marks that every elector should carefully 
study this capital synopsis of the Tur 
ner government's financial folly, and to 
aid in that. good work we reproduce the 
interesting table." Then followed a tab 
Ilia ted series of inaccuracies. 

I'irst of all Mr, Brown placed the pros 
eiit cost Of debt and guarantees at 
OfJO a year. Mr. Brown was never a 
gootl hand at figures, and here It wa 
plainly evident that ho Imd not improved 
As an actual fact the present cost of tli. 
debt was .f2S)S,Sl(! and the guarantee in 
all .'f,'5;!,-l5S or a total of $352,27-1. 
'lliis included, however, the sink 
ing fund for the paying off 
of the debt, .?0(viS2 jicr annum, so that 
ill reality tlie New Westminster critic 
hart taken no account of the fact that 
when he counted as the cost of the debt 
ill truth included its payment or reduc- 
tion by nearly .f J (10,000 a ye.ar, and also 
all exponucs in connecfion'witli the sev- 
eral assisted railways in the province. 

Again Mr. Brown asserted that the 
"proiiosed addition to the debt charges" 
would bo "say ,'i;22,5,000 a v<'ar." This 
presumably meant if the province borrow- 
ed tho five millions provided for liy the 
loan act of last session,' and .Mr. Brown 
was not as fa;: .off as nsnnl-but only 
?25,000. per.rinnum. If the province bor- 
rowed tho whole Of this sum luid put it 
into; public Vofks .aa . interest charge 
would be entailed . that 'according to iires- 
cnt rates of credit would be .fl.50,(iuo a 
year, while the siiiking^ fund to pav off 
the debt at its maturity would be 'S50 - 
000 more- -or .$200,000, not ?225,000 al- 
together. Still' it wna verj- close for 
Mr. Brown, (Laughter.) 

"The nveroge over-expenditure for. the 
past five years," said Mr, Brown, "was 
ifCl.'i.OOO a year," This would amount 
to .'j;;i,r)2.'),000 for the totfli period to 
which he is refeiTlng, aiid as pointed out 



was in reality the proceeds of the loan ap- 
plied to the construction.of desirable pub- 
lic works. One of tlieae loans Mr. 
Brown had actually voted for in tho 
house, and it would be interesting to 
know what he thought tlio government 
should do with the money after obbiining 
it, if they were not to apply it to the 
puriK>ses for which it had btH.>n voted by 
the lionseV Were they to lock it up in 
the safe? (Laughter.) 
from tho facts when discussing matters 
of finance. 

Thirty-eight thousand dollars was 
(pioted by Mr. Brown as the estimated 
increase of salaries annually, for tlie per- 
iod under consideration. Wliat wore tho 
facts'? The saliiry roll to the itOth .Tune, 
y&'M, amounted to .?1!50,OOG, while to the 
30th .Tune of the present year they were 
approxim.ately tlie same, there being ii 
difference of but ?10,000, this including 
all salaries coming under the head of 
civil government. Under tlie . head of 
the administration of justice, it >vns diffi- 
cult to control tlie .salary ' list : in other 
uepartjnents, as the conditions were so 
entirely dissimilar. New districts were 
continually being oponetl up, and as soon 
as any population was attracted to a 
place, whether or not there was a rev- 
enue derivable from it, the necessity 
arose for tlie presence of a constable. The 
rapid development of the Kootenay and 
far northern mining sections had neces- 
sitated heavy calls upon the department 
of police and yet including the adminis- 
tration of justice, the total salary list 
was in 1S97 but .'?27!),-198, while in 1894 
it had been ,'i;270,20l)— an increase of on- 
ly ,¥0,20S actually— and a. very different 
matter from .'?:58,000 per annum, being 
in fact only .'i;2,;i2-l a year. If it would 
please Mr. Brown to go back a little 
further he might take the salary list at 
the 30th .Tune, 1888. .?1.')2,800, and con- 
trast it with tlie salary list of the year 
ending the 80th of the present month. 
He would tlicn find an increase of .?120,- 
tiOO for tlie ten yeai-s, an average of .'?12,- 
(iOO per year, while in the same period 
the revenue had grown from ?(!0S,Or>5 
to .?l,30O,000, a total expansion of .ftJOl,- 
045 or an average annually of .?oO,10-i. 
(Applause.) Here was .-mother statement 
apparently made without any regard to 
facts and with tho solo pun'ose of de- 
ceiving the electors and getting the

'I'be s(yh> of 
attack anil tlie cliarac'ter of lan;;uat,'e eni- 
Ijloyed in luakiui; it seein to imply an 
opinion on tho pai t of tlio opposition tli.it 
the coursi? of British Columbia in this 
regard has been exceptional. At any 
rate they are soeUinK to coin ey that ini- 
l.ressiou to tlio voters. It is worth while, 
therefore, to make sonic observations hi 
rognKl to the 8iib8i(15ziiif» of rnihvnys koii- 
<M-ally, ill onler that the public may be 
abU' to compare the line of action folio w- 
til ill this province with that adopted 
«lsc\rli«re. 

If wo tiiv not mistalioii, the first rail- 
way ill >>ort:li America to roci'ive jjovern- 
iiient aid was what was one called the 
St. Andivw's & Quoliec railway, now a 
lia.rt of the O.P.B. system, and it was 
intoiidod to be built from St. Andrew's, 
in the province of Xew Hninswicl;. to the 
•<'ity of t.)iu'hi'c. Then- may lie olhi'r 
Tuihvay-aid ai ts which bear an earlier 
^lato than that providing for » land urant 
-to this road, but tli(» plan of iiidiiiK thu 
icad by a land snbsiily certainly oriKin- 
•4ltod before any subsidy was iiranteil by 
any N<»rth American lepislalnre. As 
41 ina.tt(M- of history, it may be iiileri'sl in^; 
to inention that within live years after 
tliic opcuuig of tlic Darlington railw:i.\' ii 
IDngiand, .Tohn Wilson of Ohaniciiol; 
New Bninswicl;, siiKf-'csteil lli(> const ruc- 
tion of till! railwa.v now iiiiiier consideiM- 
tiou as a ineau!i of iinitiii!: the iirovinces 
,of British North America moru olosidy 
'than thoy wore nt that time. The con- 
si.iniiiatioii of the project was deferred 
b.v the dispute over the northeast lioiiiid- 
ary of the State of Maine. If this Ii.i,! 
'.not arisen, there is little doubt that there 
would h.tve been nn intercolonial rail- 
way from Quebec to St. Andrew'^ on the 
Bay of Ifiindy sixty yoar.s iii;o. TIk* aid 
which the province of New Itrnn.swick 
gave to this railway was in the shape of 
n land grant of 20,000 acres per mile. 

Since then, th« Canadian pojicy of ald- 
iiip railways has taken a variety of 
forms. In some cases land has been 
Kiveu and nothing; else; in other cases 
Vioth land and inoiioy have be.'n Riven ; 
Ui otjiers, money alone. In a few in- 
stances (he govomiuents have suliscribed 
a part of the capital stock, of the niil- 
\ ays. In others, tlie lioiiils of the com- 
panies have been guaranteed b.v the kov- 
crniucuts. Tlu> last and, we think, urist 
biiciness-likd mctliorl is that adopted by 
the Itrilisli rolniiibia government in the 
cas(> of the ("oasl-'rcslin line, namely, of 
giving a certain amount ot money siib- 
sidj' per mile and receiving a certain fi.'?- 
ed percoutigo of the earnings of the road. 
'I'lie aid ;;rantiMl by the jirovinces in tl:e 
earlier day.s of railway const riict ion 
v.ould scorn startling at tlio pro.sont lime. 
Tbu8, to assist in the building of what is 
now II ixirtioh'of 'tho G.P.K., namely, the 
•Oft miles of ro.id b(>tw(HML Vaiicelioro, on 
ihe Maine frontier, and St. .Tohn, Nc-w 
Brunswlpk, (he province of New Uriins- 
■wick giyvc .'i;lO,000 in cash per :nile and 
siib'scrlbed aud pnid .?5l)tt,000 of the capi- 
tal StW'U, in addition ti> which (he cily 
of St, .Tolin took in stock an additional 
anioiint of .'i;.">()(),()(1l), making in ail 
.i; 1,700,000 f,n- 00 niUoH of railu-iy 
through it piece of- country for (he most 
. partnot muchmoi-e diflicHlt than that tta- 
versed by the roud from licro to Sidney. 
The early railwa.v cash subsidies were 
b«s<vl on n inininiiiiii of ,?1(),00() jier ini'o, 
ben later (Jie Doininiou began to siib- 
Ritlize lines, the provincial aid was ro- 
diiwd— but tnl.cMi in coimootion witli the 
. Dominion aid— It wan Hufllcient to bring

Our imiiression is that the I'ominissioh 
will he able to discover a siiliilion of the

Jlie amount -jp to about ,tho same figure mortgagoe or liii; iigoiit was loiiuirod to 



as it was before. Some of the linos re- 
ceived more than §10,000 a mile, viz., 
■*."i.000 freini till! local governments (we 
siH'.ik positively of liiu'.s in Xew Urnns- 
wick and Qncliec, and tlii're may bi> some 
in the other provinces which we do not 
recall) and JfO.-lOO a :mile from the Do- 
I'.inion, making ?11,400 iii all. Some re- 
ceived oven more than this. The dif- 
ferent pi-ovinces adoiilcd ditCerent nii^tli- 
ods, but tlie rule has been to give eithor 
money or laud, and in some cases -botjii, 
to assist in railway development. 

The practice of iiiving land in aid of 
railway construction i.s one that ooni- 
niende<l itself very greatly to the people 
twenty-five or thirty' years ago. The 
United States gave nwuy millions upon 
million of acres for this purpose, and, 
certainly, Canada w is very lavish of her 
domain. To the public mind of that day 
the policy seemed a reasonable one. There 
were vast areas unoccnpied, and to give 
away a portion of them in ordin- that, the 
rest might be settled seemed to be sound 
policy. To-day, with that; very clicip 
ex post facto wisiloni in which we all 
indulge to some extent, the pidiey of lain! 
grants is treated as having been erron- 
eous, but it is yet an o|)oii iineslioii 
whether it was so at that lime. 

'I'ho British Colnmbi-i govi-rnnient has 
hied almost every ilescriplion of subsidy 
tlmt has boon adopted in the other prov- 
inces. For some railways it has given 
a grant of land. 'J'o others, a gnaranti-.' 
of interest, with sucli protection as a per- 
centage of net profit.-^ affords. 'I'o others 
it has given cash outright; and last of 
all it has adopted the plan followed in the 
Goast-Teslin case, wbich is ndmitted liy 
critics in all part-s of the country to he 
un iniportint new doparturo and one like- 
ly to bo followed in other parts of tlic 
country. AAHicn we boar in mind that 
the Doiiiiniciii has done to aid in the con- 
striii-tiini of railways and what the var- 
ious provinces have done for the same 
purpose, wo are forced to the conclusion 
that the government of British Colum- 
bia has dealt with tin- question wilh 
much wisdom and lias shown that it 
prolited by its own o.-^perieneo and that 
of others. Considering our viwt provin- 
cial domain, the land subsidies given by 
this province are small wluui cuiniiared 
with those given by the other proviiici--, 
("oiisidoring tin- ililliculty of railway con- 
struction in this province, tlie value of 
the aid given in any case has been low 
\>lien compared with what has been 
given elsewhere. :Measured by the ncces- 
sily for railway construcli<ni in order 
that the wealth of the province may be 
developed, Kritisb Columbia has given 
moderately in comparison with the otli->r 
laovinces. In short, having in mind how 
much of an exiieriiuenl railway const.'nc- 
tioii in this jiroviiicc seeiiKii to be ten 
years ago, and the groat ilidicully in per- 
suading capitalists to embark in it. an 
honest critic would bo forciHl to ■coiun'de 
that our policy of railway-aid has i.ot 
been extrllva^'allt; and it will be also .'on- 
ceded that the latest plan adopted, name- 
ly, of exacting a return out of the gross 
earnings of the road, wo as to secure a 
return of interest and princiiial, is a ilis- 
tiiict advance uiiou all prt-vious inelliods. 
Only ignorance or prejudice can explain 
the vituperative attacks made upon the 
provincial government by the opposition 
press on the score of its railway policy. 

THE MORTGAGE TAX. 

One of the matters which the recently- 
appointed commission will consider will 
be the so-called mortgage tax. As the 
Colonist has frPfiiiOutly said, there is no 
iinestion about the justice of this (a.\. 
Where the hardship comes in is that ilie 
wrong iiian very often has to iiay it. 
It is not a ipiestioii which is peculiar to 
British ( 'i)liiinliia ahnie, bur it has been 
discnsseil over ami over awin in every 
lirnvince of Caniida and cv('r.\' one 'of the 
United Stales. Tlioso.^lio spoak of it 
liippaiitly as something Mhicli can be 
disposed of with the utintist ease simp- 
ly betray (heir ignorance .if the subject 
or, what is most; likely in some con- 
spicuous cases in Briti.su Coluuibia, are 
presuming upon tho ignorance of the 
general public in regard to the question 
of taxation. 

W(> think all will agree with us (hat 
taxation should be .so distributcil that 
property of all dcscriptiunif should hear 
its due share. For r t.inipie, if there 
Is in a comniunit.v ii million dollars worth 
of real (>state and a million dollars in 
cash, there ought to be two million dol 
liirs worth of taxubic property; and it 
ought not to be possible, by reason of a 
portion of the casb being lent upon so- 
1 urity of a porliuii of the land, to re- 
duce (bo taxable assets of the commun- 
ity by that amount. If this could be 
done, then if the million dollars in money 
were put out in mortgage upon (be mil- 
lion dollars wm-tb of laiul, llie taxable 
asscl.-i of (he conimunily would be reduc- 
ed .'lO per ci'iit. lint it \vill be also con- 
ceded that if (he land and (ho money 
are owned by sepanitc individuals, it 
ought not to be possible for the owner 
of (he one to cast iJie burden of the 
taxes 111)011 the owner ot the other, 'riiese 
two principles lie at the founilation of 
this very difficult question, which is 
made didlcult because in many cases 
till' man who owns the money is able to 
lake advaiibige of (hi? necessities of tbo 
man who owns tho land, and stipulate 
that the latter Bhall pay taxes on any 
of the money which ho borrows. The 
ohjcv't of the conunission will be to ili.s- 
cover how he can be prevented from 
doing this and yet not escape himself 
from paying his share toward the-}.ex^ 



lilo for record an affidavit stating that 
II') part of the interest or other charges 
to be paid by the mortagor was intendod, 
directly or indirectly, to cover the taxes 
iipiui the principal of the mortgage; an.i 
if tbo law declared that any agreement 
wboroby tho borrower should pay tho 
lender's taxes would render tho security 
void, tho dilllculty would bo overcome 
so far as future loans are concerned. So 
far as tho mortgage loans outstanding go, 
while there is a^iinlTerkal dislike to pass- 
ing laws to vary contracts already made, 
W(! are not qiiito sure that it might not 
be i.ossible to discover some \va.v of 
meeting tlie rocognizot'. hardship iu thc-ic 
cntcs. But titc great dlflleulty in do.il- 
ing with these, matters would bo that 
in attempting, to relieve mortgagors of 
the payment ot taxes which tliey have 
iii.dortiiken to make' and cast it upon tlio 
mortgagee, the latter might call in tlioir 
loans, which would in many cases be 
\ cry inconvouioiit to (he borrowers. 



THE COAST-TIOSLIX RAILWAY, 

It is iio( (riie that Messrs. Mackenzie, 
Mann I'i fjo, have abandoned their con- 
tract with the provincial government for 
tho construction ot the Const-Toslin rail- 
wa.v, as stated by the Xews-Adv(>rl iser. 
The (inn fully expect to complele th^ 
railway within tho time limited in the 
subsidy act, and tlicir agreement for the 
construction of the wag-m road Ininiodir 
atel.v is a par( of such :i cmdract. It is 
true that Ihi- company has licen ]ireve)it- 
cd from proceeding with its plans, as orig- 
inally formed, by tlie failure ot tho Do- 
minion government to supplonient the 
Iiroviiiciiil aid as it was understood would 
be dime. -N'othing seemed more certain 
duriii,;; the late session of ptirliament 
than that whatever the provincial legis- 
lature would do would bo supplemented 
by a bonus of some kind from the !"):> 
niiniini, but, owing to circiinisla:ices 
which need not be examined in detail 
now, the session closed without the ino- 
inises made in this regard being carried 
out. Tluit they will be carried out. so 
that the line will be pushed throiiKh 
within the time contemplated, is not op- 
en to doubt. Moaiiwliile, (hough wo may 
rogi-ot that tho failure of the Dominion 
government lo givi; elTect (o its under- 
stood policy may pn.-vent as much rail- 
way constructimi beiiis carried on this 
se.'ison as was e.\pccted, the wagon road 
will be built, the wh(do line will be sur- 
ve,ved and the work of railway building 
will bo begun, and if at any time Ik- 
(ween now and th(> next session of par- 
liament the Doniinioii government shall 
signify its intention of asking parlia- 
ment for assistance for this railway, our 
information is that the contractors 
would regard such an assurance as snf- 
licient lo warrant them in pushing the 
work more rapidly than they would now 
feel justified in doing— unless such as- 
surance is received too late in the rea- 
son (o make ex(ensive operatituis (his 
year iiossihie. The point we wish lo 
emiibasijie is th.-it there has been no 
abandonment of the project, and (hat 
any disappointment which the people may 
feed Ix'cailse of the delay in pushing con- 
st met iini is (Inc. nol (o any failure on 
tbo part of the provincial governnient, 
but simply to the action of the Dominion 
government as above mentioned. From 
what the Colonist rimiieil (ui Saturday 
from the remarks of tin- minister of rail- 
ways, it is very clear (bat (ho Dominion 
has in contemplation the granting of as- 
sistance to a railway from Lake Teslin 
to the coast. 



THE ItOBSON-rEXTICTOX HOW. 

The News-. \(lveriis(>r charges that in 
^•ranting a subsidy of .f 1,000 a mile lo 
(be railway from Robson to Pentic(oii 
the provincial government has exhibited 
"blundering stupidity," and has given as- 
sistance to a. railway whieli the C, P. It. 
has undertaken to build without any 
subsidy. It complains in the same con- 
nection tliat Mr. Corbin was not allowed 
to enter the Boundary district with bis 
lino. When the Vancouver paper s.'iys 
that the C. I'. Ii. undertook lo build a 
road from Robson to Penticton without 
any subfsidy, it states what is only a 
half truth and this, we all know, is 
usually worse than a whole li(>. The 
C. P. 11., in any promise which it may 
have made to tho Dominion government 
in regard to tho construction of this rail- 
way, must be understood to have refer- 
riMl oiily to a Dominion subsidy. We 
say '•must bo understood," because at 
the time when the conBtruction of the 
Corbin road was under consideration be- 
fore the Eailway coniiiiittee in parlianieii( 
(bo C, I'. 1{. was in possession of (he 
Columbia & Western charier, which l ar- 
riod with It a land grant of oO.dOl) acres 
per ;nilo. This was known (o everyone, 
ami if tho C. P. K. ever gave the pro- 
mise, which (bo News-Advertiser said it 
did, i( was understood (bat (he inlcntioa 
was I.) cnnstriicl tin- railway niider the 
cliiirter of the Columbia & Western and 
lu'iice to become entitled to the land 
subsidy. The News-Advertiser knows 
this as well as anyone, and its reiirescii- 
i.'ition Unit the C. 1'. 1!. undertook lo 
build (he line and not to ask for the land 
«rnnt subsidy of tho Columbia & Wesir 
ern is a doliberato pcn'ei-sion of tho facts, 
made fiu' the purpose of jusfifyin;,' i 
assertimi that the Hon. Mr. Turner hi 
made (he company a prosent of .'i;rl,000 
Ji mile to.ijid. spmetliing which. it' was al- 
ready pictlgod to do ^vithoiit any sub- 
sidy. 

The case stands thus: lTni]|.r (he prov- 
visioiis of the Columbia & Western char- 
ter, that company-'wns entilled to 20,- 
000 riorcB per mile. During tho last year 
it lias been (he desire of the governnieid 
(o snbslltiite a cash subsidy for the land, 
and it was for that purpos/^ that (ho 
1,000 a mile was, vbtcd' for the line bi»- 
tweon Robson lind Midway at tho last 
session. In the session of ISO", it had 
been priivided tliat .fl.OOO a. mile might 
be .inbstitiited for (he 20,0(10 acres tn be 
given for tho lino from Peiitieiion to the 
boundary, , .So far, therefore, frmn the 
proA'iri.c« having given .?-1.0()0 a mile gra- 
tuitously for a railway (bat would have 
boon cijuslructed without any subsidy at 



all, what it has done hiis been to es^ 
chang a 20,000-acro land grant for 
$4,000 in cash, and it is very much to 
the credit of tho Hon. Jlr. Turner that 
he was able to make so excellent an 
arraugcment. Under the terms of the 
agreement for the construction of the 
road from Boundary to Penticton, the 
province will Iiavo to pay .'i;740,OnO in 
lien of giving .'), 700,000 acres of land, 
an exchange which we think tho public 
will regard as wholly itt' tho' interests 
of tlio province. ■ , ' 

The Prprlnce alleges tliat. the Colonist 

is sending out olectloneoring pamphlets 
prepared by the govi'rnineat and wrapjicd 
up inside (be paper. This is wholly un- 
true. The Colonist has issued no polid- 
cal pamphlets ; wlitttever, and hai) not 
sent out, through the mails or otherwise, 
a pamphlet of any description, political 
or otherwise, wrapped up in tln^ paper. 
It is quite true that a number of articles 
which have appeared- in the Colonist 
have boon roprlntod at tlie expense ot the 
gpii(>ral conimittee having in charge the 
provincial campaign on the governnn'nt 
side, but those pamphlets art scat out 
from tlie Colonist in bulk to tho coiu- 
inittoo, and in what manner thoy are cir- 
culated the Colonist does not know and 
does not care. In regard to tho circul.-i- 
tion of copies of tho Colonist itself, it 
is not necessary for tho Province to 
imagine that any part whatever of tho 
circulation is made up of copies sent out 
hy any political organization, or by othor 
person.s who are not bona lido subscrib- 
ers. Till! large circnlation which tho 
Colonist enjoys is due to its merits as a 
newspapru- .-111(1 iini to tin- picscnt cam- 
paign.

.foriprottou that in adding to the debt for 
legftiinuto aud proiluctive works tho 
governiueut had placed no burden upon 
"the country that its necessities iiiid its 
credit did not justify, while .Mr. Ihown's 
ability to estimate linancial coiiditioiis 
could bo ;iccuratoly gauged liy tlu^ fact 
that (luring tho last campaign he had 
made bold to assort that the roveu'.'e 
.was steadily declining and to piiiphesy 
that the country under the Turner gov- 
eriiiuont would in a short lime be bank- 
rupt.

In British Columbia 
it. would be found that tho four cities 
of- Victoria, Vancouver, Now Wostmin- 
ster and Nanaimo had a debt practic.iUy 
as large as that of the entire pr>)vin''o, 
yet these cities did not exhibit .-iiiy fears 
of inipondiiif,' bankruptcy, nor had they 
to show for llieir debts assets any bet- 
ter if as good as those possessed liy the 
pruviiico. Apart froin what were gener- 
ally styled public works, consisliag of 
roads, streets, trails, bridges, etc., litieral 
expenditures had been niaile on other 
public works not usu.illy <'lassed as such, 
but equally uecossary to tho development 
of the province, such as schools, liosni- 
tals, etc. — institutions demanded in the 
Iiresont day, when people do not go into 
a country witliout lirsi ascertaining if 
it possesses the necessities of civilization 
or the omiortunities of acquiring tbem. 
It was now almost as essential in tlie 
eyes of prospective settlers that there 
should be schools available for their 
children as that there should' be roads 
giving access to their new homes, and 
desirable ininiigration could not be iu- 
dticed unless edacatioual opportiiuities 
■were proseiitod. The govennnen" (|uile 
lliulerslooci the value of llio coiivoiiieiicos 
of civilization and was diiiiig its I 
to provide Iheni. Aiintlier public w 
not genorally taken into .■iccoinit ^ 
agriculture, in regani 'u which the !'re- 
niior trace<I .all that iiad been a-.'comp- 
lislied ill this now inip<a'lau; departiiient 
ill which ho takes so special and practical 
an interest, since ho practiivi liy created 
(he otlice — or at all events iii;ide it iiio-.T 
than a iianie that had no nio.iiiing save 
aii a siipi)lonieiitary title f.-.r 111" min- 
ister of liiiaiico. The various sti-ps taken 
for the fostering and doveloiiineiit of the 
agricultural industry were outlined 
^briefly, aud passing next to the question 
'of markets the Premier told what had 
been accomplished by legislation and de- 
partmental work in this direction. The 
building of the new Tcsliu Iiake railway 
to t'-.e Yukon would undoubtedly open a 
new and very valuable market to the 
products of the farms of Hritish Oolum- 
bia— indeed the creation of the nortlicrn 
trade hiid alre.-idy had its direct and 
advantageous inlhicnce— and ho was at 
llio same time happy to announce that

Thousands of 
mud holes, Keeinjngly bottomless, lay in 
our path. The only evidence we lontid 
of a goverumcnt party being over the 
trail was irt u few llimsy bridges and 
rafts so frail that in one instance three 
of orr number, in attempting to cross 
llie ilud river, were almost drowned. 1 
will tell ijf this one liecnuse it was a 
remarkable one, although to speak of all 
our aJvcnUires wouUI lill a book of no 
mean proportion. The trio wore Tom 
Barton iiuil .loliu flcrley, of Creek Hill, 
Out,, and Fred Schmidt, a nam who lias 
seen mueli of the wilds of .\laskan life. 
They pulled the craft into the swift cur- 
rent and when about in mid stream the 
timbers of the raft parted, onesection 
turning over ou Harton and Hoidey, 
neither of whom could swim. Schmidt 
eoultl ami struck out desperately for 
shore, struggling for his lite with the 
rushing current. With almost suporhn- 
man strength ho reached the far shore 
of the river but Barton and Ilerley were 
left beliiiid. They were under the raft 
drifting down into more placid but deep- 
er waters. .Schmidt, realizing their po- 
sition, followed the raft for a time and 
then made his way out on a jam of logs 
nliout half a mile fartlier down stream. 
Here he awaited for the ill-starred raft 
and as it approached rescued the two 
men more dead than alive. Schmidt had 
lost .'?1.">() worth ( of supplies, hut his 
tlionglits at the time were not of this. 

"On the trail we had to shoot horses 
mired to their bellies and as f(a" the 
horsL's that do get through they will not 
be worth §5 apiece. An Ilnglishman vbo 
is taking seventy head of mules over the 
trail has contracted to deliver them at 
Glenorn 1>5* .Tune 16, but ho will not 
reach there till the end ot August, if he 
ever gels the animals through. The 
<lislance. instead of -ISO miles, is (inO 
miles. I have forded streams leading 
tho liors(!s through M-ater up to their 
necks ami a current so swift that at 
times I found it most dilllcult to keep 
my feet. The heavy rains swelled the 
st'reiiiiis until lliey were overMowing and 
for li'tO miles there was not a mile ot 
the distance that we laid not to walk 
tbrongh mire up to our knees. Fancy 
the horses dragging themselves iikiiig 
through Uiis with heavy pack.s on their 
backs, sometimes 150 pounds! In places 
we hail to go fully 'Ji> miles out of our 
course lo avoid bad sjiots on the trail. 
At Morristown on (Jie Buckley, wo 
made a roundabout of ton miles. to. the 
Bear river, whereas we should have pro- 
ceeded direct on our way if tke bridge 
had been substantial. These round- 
about tramps not 6nlyliir»lved the extra 
fravellihg hut considerable work, as the 
axo had to bo freely used. 

".As for myself, I roa(-ho<I Hazloton 
protly sick. 1 liad been kicktMl by a 
liorso and loft behind f<ir three days, but 
I will nut begin to talk ot my little trou- 
ble. When I roaclnd lliizletoii I was 
advised lliat the trails bi'voiid were ter- 
rible, so 1 returned. Twelve big 
Htreanis have lo Ix' crossed <iii this jour- 
ney besidos iniuimerablo small ones. 
(Jarliner & Co.. witli eighteen head of 
horses, passeil tliroiigh and wished to be 
report eil. The jiarty had left a young 
fellow behind at nazlel<ai suffering so 
severely from tlio liardsliiiis that he en- 
dured "that I do not think he will rc-

I'rospt^^-tors Without Food or Money 
Stranded In I'ortland Canal. 

If the story, fok which' rthree' prospec- 
tors, Messrs. Colton, Aldan and Willard, 
are the authority, is correct, there arc a 
largo number of men at I'ortland Caiiai 
in a serious slate of privation. Tlioro 
are in all lUU men practically stranded 
at the place and with comparatively few 
(fxeeiitious they are scantily provided for 
ill the way of food. Two steamers l.-av- 
ing Seattle early in the year landed the 
greater number of t'leiu. Their destii'.i- 
tiou was the ho.id waters of tlio Naas 
and their iiitentmn was to cross tbi! 
country from the head of the canal. Not 
expecting to meet with dilllculti(!s in tlie 
\Miy, many took with them less than a 
nuiitb's rations, and little if anv money, 
but what they have realized is ontiroly 
diU'ereut from what .tlipy e-vpected. The 
gifSBCS through- tlv moiiiilaiijs do' not exis>. 
or are not fio plain as doors to a room, 
and in fact the liio who arrived from the 
North declare there are none, (ilaeiois 
appear on every hand, rain is falling 
very fast and the situation for the min- 
ers is anything but agreeable. One or 
two parties are faring' fairly well but 
they are described us having hoggish pro- 
jiensities and little fellow feeling for 
those of their number poorly cin.'iim- 
stancod. To tho latter Indi.iiis have 
acted as good Samaritans but now the- 
natives no loiigorfreiiuent tho canal, ow- 
ing to tb.o salmon season i-iigagiiig their 
iltoiitioii further south. Therefoio tho 
men, who arrived on the Boscow it/., look 
lolefully on tiio situation ot tne pro.<' 
pectors and at least see no way in which 
they are going to avoid extreme hard- 
ship. The three made their escape from 
the place by paying ludiaus aauilsumely 
f(jr transportation.
